My sons hero freely stiy hoshoulii 
go West; he is yet far from the Wesi , 
but nearer his homo, and he does nut 
need much money now, valuable as that 
might becmiio by and bye, Tiie plan is 
to get among the people of that .side oi 
tho land on the Ounadian I'acihe railway, 
.fust as soon as he can gut into liiis ]iri) 
vinco on this side of "the Hookies," his 
jiast experience is worth more than gold 
to him already, but in tho company of 
gontloiuen'a sons lie emild never get on.

In- 
deed, your .son ought nut lo re'iiin in 
England from Manitoba, lie uonhl ne, er 
settle down if he did, and the means i iin.s

to land in thi.s province, and not so very 
far from Afisimbi rue, wliieli he could Uike 
up, register, ami Imhl to pay oil' lo gov- 
ornmont in future yeais; laii he niust 
quit (.he "the Uentlemen's Sons' t'lilnnv,' 
and go out for himself, i'arming on iliis 
side of "tho Rockies" is catth-i;iisiiig 
mainly, and so diU'crent from the ipiiei, 
good Ayrshire stylo that .'in honest man 
from Ayr would have to go and learn 
again as an apprentice cowboy. Your ami 
should determine to be a pioneer, and 
British Columbia ia a good province with 
enough of British style among the folk to 
hoi]) the aeiitiiiiiintiil feeling which ever 
remains in llie brc.-ist. With forty-live 
niilliiiiis oi' people in the United States 
there are wonilerfuliy attractive opportun- 
ities, but more risk to life and morals, and 
groat'or unoortainty as to 'the maiii niat- 
tera.

THE McNAMEE CLAIMS. 

I'ho poraistoucy whioli F. B. MoNameo 

has shown ill tho iirosecutioii of his al- 
legod claims at^aiiiBt tho British Cuhiiu- 
biaii gDveriiuiciit lias at luiigUi boon 
crowuud with qualitied auccesa. lie haa 
succeeded ia having a select committee of 
the Dominion House appointed to con- 
sider hi-s claims. McNauien i Od., it 
will bu romemhureil, wuro tho ofigiiiiil 
coiitract(ir.s tu build the dry ihick al Es- 
<iuiiuait. 'i'h« security was $10,000 cash 
doiiusitod in the baidc. Tho conknict was 
afterwards placed by McNiHuoo & Co. hi 
the handa of a iirru of local men to carry 
out. This firm failed to carry out the 
work to tho satisfaction of thu Walkoiii 
govurniuont. 'i'huy wero procueded 
against by thu governinuiit, tlio contract 
taken fniui ihoia, their phiiit seized anil, 
with ^jlU,OUO which MciSiiiaoo & Co. luitl 
placed in tho bank, declared forfeit. Tho 
effect of this harsh proceeding vas to 
oust McNanioe & Co. from the contract, 
while nl, the same time he was held liable fur 
the ilebta iif tlie local linn, many of which 
ho afterwards discliari,'eil. Ho now claims 
some g20,000 CDniiionaatiou from the |)ro- 
vinco. Wlien thu .Smitlie i^'uvernment came 
into powerthuy I'lumil dryduck matters in a 
terrible luuddlo and the province gladly 
turned it over lo the bmninioii to com- 
plote. All these years iMc>iamuo has cun- 
tiniiud to press hia claim IcL^ally. It is 
asserted by many, and by many believod, 
that he has no claim against this pro- 
vince; — that in assuming the drydock and 
all its lialjilities, tile IJoiiiiiiioii liecauio 
responsible for any valid cl.-.iiu McNanieo 
it Co. might hold Hj^amst this govern- 
iiient, ']'nK Coi.o.mst (picatioued tho 
eijuit}- of thu forfeiture at the tnuo, and 
ileclaied it to have been made from im- 
propur and dishonest motives; but tho 
legal aspect of the mutter is quite anotlier 
thing, as iMr. Weldon, M.P., who Rpjioars 
to think that should the coiniiiittue report 
that McNanieu it Co. have a claim against 
this province tho amount may budetluctod 
from tho Dominion subsidy, will iind out 
if ho niakoB oiujuiry. The duty of the 
present govomment is to .stand whare it 
has always stood on this iiniiortant ijues- 
tion. McXaiiii'u it Co. were groat .snll'er- 
ors, no doulit; liut thuy cannot recover 
from tho province by virtue of the report 
of u aeleci cutntnittee of the house of 



THEY MUST CALii. 

A point arises in connection with the 
Chinese Htoamships which vvoidd scom to 
neceasitate their calling at tliis port. As is 
well known Victoria is the only port for 
the registration of Chinese in the province. 
It will be absolutely imposaiblu for Chi- 
ncsu to land at \"aiic"nver for the very 
excellent reason that there is no registry 
oflice there and no means all'iirdod for 
collecting the tux or, in fact, dealing with 
thoin in any way. They aro on tho sanio 
footing as contraband articles and can bu 
seized nnloss taken to tho jiortof rogislry. 
Under these circuniatances it is olivious 
that tho steaiiishipa uiinl touch at this 
port; not to do so would cause an endless 
amount of trouble to thoso guilty (jf so 
gross ft violation of the law. I nder some- 
what similar, though not parallel, circuni- 
iices cases have occurred in eastern Can- 
ada. Chuiesu going east or west botwuoii 
.■\inoricun points ami obliged to cross llie 
southern peninsula of (Jnlario, being in 
transit across Canadian territory, thu 
tax could not bo collected, nor in fact had 
the Mongolians' any positive rigid to eii- 
tor tho Dominion at all. 'I'hoy were shut 
out. But the dillicully was bridged for 
tho tiino. 'I'hoy wore lionded through, 
ticketed, and manifested and a full de- 
Boription of such passengers givoii to the 
conductor who was hold responsible for 
the' safe arrival of tho Chinamen in 
American territorj'. Rather they 
wore given into his keeping, and if thuy 
stopped oil' on Canadian noil upon him 
was tho blame, and the railway subject to 
ponaltios. Wo boliovo that a bill having 
roforoiico to this matter is now liefore tho 
ilouho. Tho same rule might hold good 
us far as Chinese passongors in transit 
roachiiig 'Vftncouvor are concerned, but 
not as regards those intending to remain 
in thiscoiiiitiy. It ia just possilile, though 
we are not so snro about it, that passongcrs 
for Now York or Boston, for instance, 
might bo bonded through in this way, but 
decidedly Chinese passongors for this 
proviiico, or other parts of Canada, cannot 
he landed hi Vancouver. Tho law is as 
plain as a piko-stalf on this (piostion, and. 
if tho lirst tJliincse steamer undertakea to 
dischlirge her Mongolian froight at Van 
couver she will place herself in rather a 
dangerous, because illegal position. The 
authorities of this city ought to bo on tho 
alort and insist on tho steaniors lirst 
calling at this port, wlioro there is an 
oflioial interpreter and propor provisiona 
made for the registration of tho ChinoBo. 

THE JUBILEE. 

Tho jubiloo days are faal; approaching, 
tho finids eolUictoil for Hioir colobriition 
vexy fair indeed, the oomiiiibteo work pro- 



cuodiiig (luito vigorously, but one thing 
sceuia to have been absolutelj- forgotten. 
Of course, tlio honoring of her most 
gracious niajosty arises from a sentiment 
in the heart of all that (juoon Victoria ia 
worthy of all the praise, all tho loud ac- 
claim that can bu bestowed upon her. Tho 
thought of tho oolobration does infinite 
credit to the loyalty and enthusiastic love 
of ou]^. oit^ensjor. jthe Crown. . . But it is 
just as well to combine the sentimental 
with tho praotical. These jubilee days 
promiau to aU'ord tlioso fortuiiato enough 
to bu present such an anioiint of genuine 
pleasure as I hoy have seldinu Ijcforu un- 
joj'od. The jubilee will uiuiueatioiiably 
be the gimtosb celebration that has ever 
taken place on the North Pacific coast. 
What is being done to let tho people out- 
side this city know thivt fact / Absoliitoly 
nothing, if we except tho press, whicli 
cannot bo e.X[n;cted to do all. Wo have 
every reason to lieliove that if tho matter 
was put before tlieni in a proper light our 
city would be crowded with neighboring 
strangers. The Sound cities and Port- 
land and even San Francisco could be ro- 
lled upon to send their ((uota, more os- 
peoially when thuy have an op|)ortunity 
to witness a great aham tiglit, 
participated in ly II. iM. Nav>. This 
would bo the must, likely sighl to attract 
tho attention of oin' Aniorican friends 
since it is something new to them. And 
(ho regatta, always superior, promises to 
bu tho lineal wu liavu yet had, and th.at is 
saying a great- de;il. What with hor.so 
racea, spiu'la, aiiptlie many other projios- 
od fealurea of the two days' celebration, 
there is little doubt but tli.'it all who visit 
Victoria will have a "good timo. " Now 
tho committee ought to make an early 
eflbrt to let thesO facts bo known along 
tho Sound and in other nuighl)oring jioints; 
clie.'iii excuiaions should lie arranged for 
to all points and every inducement oll'ereil 
to lill tho city with aight seers. A San 
Francisco gcntloinan, who know whernof 
ho spoke, recently said that if the people 
there knew the dunensions which the cele- 
bration was to assume and could come up 
at a comparatively light cost a large oxciir 
sion party would be tlie inevitable result. 
Looking at the very practical side of tlie 
qucscion a vast amount of money would 
bo u-vpenilml in thu city, and N'letoria 
would unjoy a big boom during tlio .)ubi- 
loo. It is to bo hoped in tho intoro.sts of 
tho city and peojilo generally that the 
conimittue will take this matter into tlioir 
iniinodiatu coiisiduration anil devise ways 
and means for seeuring the end deairud. 



"FKATllKllS, HKADS AND SCALPS." 

At tho jubilee fancy dress ball given by 
tho Royal Instituto of I'ainteis in Water 
Colors at Prince's hall, Piccadilly, on the 
I7th ult., several striking tableau.x wore 
given. The fourth one represented Clian- 
truy'K bust of the iiuueii in I8.'t7. Britan- 
nia, represented by Koaiiia Corbrmld, a 
beauty of London society, was in tho act 
of crowidng tho bust with laurel, while 
an excellent pattern lion crouched at 
her foot. Standing picturesquely at her 
right and left wera members of tiie Insti- 
tute of I'aintoi-s, representing the colon- 
ies. For instance, Canada was a trapper, 
llritisli Coluiiibia.aii Indian with fe.-itliera, 
beads and scalps; .-Vtistralia, a gold-digger 
and India a Kajah attendoil by a slave 
fanning him with a single punkah. Now, 
this ia all very well, but it only shows how 
little ia yet known "at homo" about this 
jiroviiice when if is re]ireaont eil a« de- 
scribed above. ".-Vn Indian with feathers, 
beads and scalps," foiaooth; Is il not 
about time this nonsense was put an end 
to '^ There is as much reason why Eng 
land should be roiiresunted by the ancient 
Uruiila as that British Columbia should 
bo Known through lior (ihiii-iijine.-i. Our 
grievance is that it tends to give a false 
idea of the province just as "Canada" 
clad in furs, mocassins on feet and snow 
shoes over shoulders has become associat- 
ed in the minds of foreigners with the 
L'oniinion. While our eastern fiionds do 
not desire their fan- auiiiinei land to be 
typical of bli/.zariU and cyclones, we must 
emphatically protest against the idea that 
wigwams are our abiding places, thu for- 
est primeval, our hunting grounds and 
scalping a regular business, after the good 
old stjTe.

A FEARFUL REVENUE. 

London, May 28. —Madrid has been 
. _ very -niiuch interested iu a remarkable 
criminal trial which has just closed. A 
%. phyaiciiiii of Aroliidiiiiii wiih ciii^ufjed tn a 
betiutifiil <;irl in h\H lucilily. 'Hie doctipi' 
WHH ImiRlaoiiui and populiir with thu In- 
dies. Ouu day hu uhaugedhia luind about 
marrying, iuid wont away for a stay in 
Paiiada. While thure.ho heard that his 
I ' former-b«trothed' WQB-receiving attentions 
from one of liia friondli, a tax collector. 
Joiilousy niiulo liis fonuur love rcvivo. Aa 
soon iiB lie liciinl t)ii« iii;w.s In: returned to 
Arohidanii. Ho found tlic tix collector 
nndur hi*dtdcin;i's u iiKlow. 'I'lu! doctor 
at once discloHod himself ami eliallonged 
his sweetheart to docidu buLwoou hor old 
lover and the tax collector. She chose 
the doctor, and tho two were married 
witliin thu sliorte.sl jioHHihle time, greatly 
to the fury of thu discaideil one. Tlio 
niarriaye wa.s hapjiy and midi.sturbed. A 
year after a female child wan born to 
thorn. 

Meanwhile the rejected lover had be- 
come apparently, the most devoted of 
friends. One day, some six months ago, 
the neighborhood was shocked by li ter- 
rible u.xidosion. It wa.s thuuyht at tlrat 
thak it wa.s a powder inai,'a/,ine, but it 
proved to be in the doctor'.s eottaj^u. That 
morning a bo.\ bad Ijeen iecei\ ed by the 
railroad oxpres.s. It contained an infernal 
machine, andl;on opening the box tho ma- 
chine explodfe'd, and both tho doctor and 
his wife were killed. The crime was 
slowly but directly traced to the tax col- 
lector, antl a di.s|)atch from Madrid an- 
nounces Ilia condemnation to death. ■• 

CANA1).\'S DKFKNSFS. 

Ouu'.viu}, May l'S. -'I'he V'li/ir.s' Halifax 
(N. 8.) .special aaya: Extraordinary pro- 
cautious havo lately been bikou by tho 
military authorities which render admis- 
sion to the citadel by ordinary citizens 
more dillicult than ever, while oven those 
supposed to have business there are under 
certain restrictions. No person, whether 
a British subject or not, can obtain en 
trance iniless holding a pass from the 
lirigade ollicer stating that there are reas- 
ons for his or her admittance, and no one 
is to be allowed insiile if the visit is out 
of uicic curiosity. Xo foreigner of what- 
ever nationality can be admitted unless ho 
has a special permit issued by the war 
office in London. Kvon tho oflicers of the 
army stationed in Halifax are not perniit- 
teil to pass the !,'ate.s if they happen to be 
dressed in jilaiii clothing and wilhout the 
necessary pa.sa. 

A commniiicatiim received fl'om the 
home authorities this week contained or- 
dera that the new rules were to be enforc- 
ed with the greatest strictness. The 
reason for rlie mea.sures taken to so rigor- 
ously exclude tlu> pulilic is .said In be be- 
oause newspa|)er c(U'iespondent.s have 
been granted so much freedom inside tlio 
citadel in the past that they have been 
enabled to give minute descrijitions of the 
vrorka, guns, etc., and this the authorities 
do not appreciate. 

EEFORMED EPISCOPALIANS, 

Piiii,.viiKrj'iiiA, IMay 27. --\t to-duy's 
session of tlu: u'l^ni'ivil comicil fif tht^ Ue- 
forined l^^jpisci 'pal church the following 
Standing resolutions were reported from 
the connnittee on constitution and canons, 
and adopted. 

Jteaalved, First, that the Reformed 
Episcopal church recognizes adultery as 
the only scriptural groun<l for ilivorce. 
.Seciiiid, thai this church furUiila its mem- 
bers to perforin the marriage ceremony 
for any divorced party unless tho person 
from whom that jiarty is divorced has 
been guilty of or is living in adultery. 
} Third, that nothing in those resolutions 
forbids marriage of former husband and 
wife. 

A SERSrON SPOILKDT

Duirerin's devotional imeiitious >vere 
frustrated in a curious manner at Dehra 
recently. The viceroy and his wife were 
attending divine service when the place 
was besieged by a swarm of bees from the 
belfry, which tho red-coats of his lord- 
ship's Viody-^'inrd h.io. ' lie sol- 
diers oiUsido the .■hurch \y<:vr. ;ut;iclied by 
the hecs and put luiiinlii and the d(i(U-s (jf 
the chuich had tu ii'iuain closi'd f(U' s.iini^ 
time, to s.ave N'icerny and l..ady Uuli'criii 
from falling a prey to tho infuriated in- 
sects. Ultimately tho sen'ice had to he 
abandoned. 

A MONGOLIAN EMBEZZLER. 

LcjMioK, May 20. The ca.<ihier of a 
Chinese bank tried l" leave with funds 
for Japan or some place on the English 
plan the other day, but it is not believed 
that tho custom will become popular. Tlic 
government walh-.d up the cashier in a 
cell to si arve I II death and chojiped the 
heads oil' all hia family, and next autuiiiii 
they are going to deaipitate everybody in 
the empire bearing his name.

Tho whole 
of the C. P. 11, cordwood (1600 cords) and 
many sniidl buildings were doBtroyod and 
at 10 o'clock, witTi a stifT breeze, the 
llames extendi'd f(U' thrci; miles with two 
small bnN'ilcH, cumiilelely surrounding the 
town from Coal Harbor to the second inir- 
lowB. The wind blew west along tho 
False crook side and s<uithwe8t across tho 
Hrighouse nstjite, thus the town lay l)e- 
tween two fires. The engine defended the 
light frame building beyond Aldiott street. 
If that had caught, tho Leiand hotel 
would liavo followed and a largo jiDrtion 
of the town as well. The smoke was fear- 
fully dense, clouding the danger in im-

FIRK VS. WATER. 

The follow ing communication has been 
.iddritssed to the IMayor and Council by 
Chief EnKUieor Phillips: 
To His Worship the Mayor and the Coun- 
cillors of the City of Victoria. 
( !-i:nti.i'.mi;n,— I have this d,ay been 
notilied by the city clerk that the council, 
on Wednesday last, decided to use one of 
the lire engines to punqj water to the 
liii.dier levels. When this was dune last 
year I [irotested .against it to the utmost. 
.My engines are not intonded for work 
of that kiiul and a short period of con- 
tinuous employment of that descrijition 
will wreck and wear an engine more than 
years of continued legitimate use. Tho 
dimensions of tho city are ex- 
tending very rapidly, and the 
danger from lire increasing in i)ropor- 
tion. A serioiu conllagrat ion al this sea- 
son of the year, when everything is so 
dry ,ind brisk winds not iiifreiniently pro- 
vail, with .a dis.alded engine on niy hands, 
might lie attended with the uinat diaas- 
1 rolls conseipienoos. I have pointed these 
fads out to a jirovious council, and they 
cam. of but lie self-eviilent to any think- 
ing man. Should you |iersist in your ilo- 
tenniiiation to put to a use for which 
they are not adapted, the engines pur- 
chased by the pcoido to protect their lives 
.and property from the danger of firo, it 
will be for me to consider how long 1 
hIi.iII be able, injustice to myself, to re- 
tain the po.sition entrusted to mo by the 
Iieojile as chief of a dejiart ineiit which 
ill-advised intei fereiii'i' is each day mak- 
ing less eOiuient . In till' meantime I beg 
to enter a most formal protest against my 
lire apparatus being used for any other 
imi|)ose than that for wdiieh it was pur- 
chasc^l, and to notify you that I shall not 
liidd myself res|ioiisible for what the con- 
sequences may be should a tire suddenly 
break out while my men and engines are 
removed from their projier stations against 
my wish.

Attack on a Constable— A Desperate Conibut 
for Life In (ho OarU.

Neb., special ol' the llDlh .'^.•ly.i: A 
terriblo figlit occurred about twelve miles 
from here late last night. A man nannul 
Cilenam has been confined in jail hero and 
his wife has applied for divoree. The 
case was to have been called in the district 
court to-niori-ow.

He then proceeded to stone 
the house, knock Ihl; out all the windows 
and aovorely injuring his wife and two 
children. 

UcniKtiible .Jaeoby Kuci'eeded in gel ting 
out of the house and locating the assail- 
er, it was pitch dark and ho einplied his 
revolver at Clenain without eli'eot. He 
then grappled mth liis man, receiving at 
the time a terrible bl^w over tho head 
with a club.
